Mr. McCord and Robert L. [en- 
nington, member of council from the 
first ward, both of. whom have been 
working on this project for three 
years, were present when ithe new 
extension officially was opened Thurs- 
day. In checks they made on traffic 
it was shown that more than 1,000 
vehicles were passing over the new 
street every hour, 

This project has been called “the 
key that unlocks the south side,” and 
it will afford a new artery for cross- 
town traffie running from the north 
to the south. At Spring street it 
connects with the Spring street boule- 
vard to the north and on the south 
end connects with Whitehall street. It 
is SO feet wide and connects with 
Whitehall by Garnett, Brotherton anl 
Castelberry streets, while branches 
niso connect with Deters street on 
the west. 

McCord Given Credit. 


Mr. McCord is known as_ the 
“father” of the project and was re- 
for carrying out the im- 
provement plan successfully. He was 
aided in council by Mr. Pennington, 
who waged a single-handed. fight for 
this projee: and obtained the neces- 
sary appropriations from the city to 
make its completion possible. Mr. Me- 
Cord handled nearly all property deals 
necessary to get the rights-of-way and 
to insure completion of the improve- 
ment. The Fulton county commission 
as well as the city council cooperated 
and aided greatly in the work.

000,000 in the value of products man- 
ufactured in Atlanta during the two- 
year period from 1923 to 10926 and a 
like increase in wage earnings for the 
city is show: in a report made by the 
bureau of census of the department 
of commerce and issued in Atlanta by 


Fred T. Newell, secretary of the indus- 
trial bureau of the chamber of com- 
merce. The report also lists an in- 
crease of 4,000 wage earners in At- 
lanta for the n*riod. 

These figures are based on the man- 
ufacturers’ returns to the department 
of commerce and are limited to At- 
lanta proper, exclusive of the metro- 
politan area. 

Value of manufactured products 
made in Atlar.a, as given by the re- 
port, was $141,054,756 in 1925, as 
compared with $122,284.262 in 19253, 
or a net gain of $18,770,494. Wages 
for 1925 are listed as $37.105,165 as 
compared with $16,115,569 in 1923, 
showing an iff@crease of $20,989.596. 
In 1923 there were 16.005 wage earn- 
ers in Atlanta and in 10926 there were 
19.9909, an increase of 3,004. 

The number of establishments in the 
city decreased 22 as shown by the re- 
port of 425 in 1925 and 447 in 1025. 

This falling off in the number of 
estublishments was explained by Mr. 
Newell as being because of withdraw- 
al of unsound and misplaced industries 
and cooperation and consolidation of 
others. The government report does 
not include small establishments pro- 
ducing $5,000 a year and less, of which

Even more impressive gains are 
shown in the value of manufactured 
products for the greater metropolitan 
area. An increase of $60,000,000 in 
value is reported in the two-year pe- 
riod, making the total value well above 
$200,000,000 for the district, while 
the amount of wages paid in the dis 
trict increased approximately $15.,- 
000.000, running the total of wages

SENDS GRAIN UP! - 


Chicago. September 16.—(#)—The 
grain market was generally higher to- 
day. ‘Wheat scored sharp gains on 
continued reports of unfavorable 
weather conditions over the Canadian 
northwest and the pronounced strength 
in the Winnipeg market. Buying was 
good on the breaks, but heavy profit 
taking sales and selling against offers 
brought about a reaction from the best 
tigures of the day. The close was 
strong, with wheat showing a net gain 
of 11-8 to 11-2c, corn finished 3-8 to 
11-Se higher, oats advanced 5-S to 
1-2¢, and provisions varied from 1@c 
up to 15¢ down. 

Trading in wheat was light at times 
and the market was easily influenced. 

In the face of the conditions in the 
Canadian territory marketings in the

_, three rairie_ proviuces’ were reported 


at nround 3,500,000 bushels on top of 
a like quantity on Tuesday. Export 
demand at the seaboard was slack with 
possibly 300,000 bushels sold in all 
positions, 

Wet weather over part of the corn 
belt coupled with the strength in 
wheat caused corn values to reach 
higher price levels. The forecast was 
for unsettled weather over the greater 
part of the belt with lower tempera- 
ture.
